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JOSEPH LESHER’S REFERENDUM DOLLARS 


Joseph Lesher, an adventuresome merchant and miner who 
settled in Victor, Colorado, issued some of the most interesting 
coins ever privately struck. Of silver, these pieces openly com- 
peted with the United States federal coinage for a short time, in 
the years 1900 and 1901. The issue was silver versus gold at a 
time when many of the Western states were producing much of 
the precious white metal. The stakes were high, as the presi- 
dential campaigns of 1896 and 1900 were, to a large part, the 
choice between William Jennings Bryan’s crusade for the free 
coinage of silver, and William McKinley’s platform on the gold 
standard. In both elections McKinley beat Bryan. 


Two of the most important works on Lesher’s coinage are: 
Zerbe, Farran. PRIVATE SILVER COINS ISSUED IN THE 
UNITED STATES. American Journal of Numismatics. Vol. LI 
(1917), pp. 153-174. 

The fundamental work on the Leshers. Although several 
varieties were not known to Zerbe when he wrote this paper, 
his research, including a first hand interview with Joseph 
Lesher just before Lesher’s death, constitute primary refer- 
ence material.

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THE LESHER DOLLARS 
Their Origin and Purpose 
by Al C. Overton 


During the pioneer development days of our country, there 
were numerous private issues of gold coins and gold pieces in- 
tended to be used as gold coins. However in silver the Lesher 
referendum souvenirs and souvenir medals, commonly known 
and referred to from the time of their first appearance as Lesher 
dollars, are unique in several respects. Manufactured by Joseph 
Lesher of Victor, Colorado, in 1900 and 1901, they are the only 
privately struck silver pieces, designed and intended to be used 
as money, alongside of and in competition with United States 
coins. These silver pieces were not counterfeits, nor were they 
designed as a substitute for the lack of regular coinage. On the 
contrary, before any were minted, Mr. Lesher had consulted 
with Senator Teller of Colorado, and after his investigation, was 
assured there would be no objection to them, provided they did 
not imitate United States coins. Their 8-sided octagonal shape, 
the word souvenir and other devices were part of a studied effort 
to avoid any such imitation, and as the Victor daily record of 
November 13, 1900 stated, a blind man could not be deceived 
by them. 

The word referendum again implies that they were not bind- 
ing legal tender, but were referred to the people as a free choice, 
based on their intrinsic value and perhaps subtly suggesting 
also, a choice between them and the standard U.S. gold, silver 
and paper dollars. 

The Leshers were not directly related to the free silver cam- 
paigns in the 1890’s, of William Jennings Bryan and the silver 
producing states (of which Colorado was an important one). 
Nevertheless it seems quite obvious that the free coinage idea 
planted the seed for the Lesher dollars. 

The United States had ceased minting silver dollars in 1873 
and this act was referred to by mining men as the crime of 1873. 
It resulted in a demand by the silver mining states for the free 
coinage of silver, meaning the right to have silver coined into 
money when it was brought to the mint. Although this demand 
failed, the Bland-Allison act of 1878 that brought into being the 
well known Liberty Head or Morgan dollar, temporarily helped 
the silver situation. This act required the minting of two million

silver dollars monthly, and as a consequence the purchase of 
large amounts of silver by the government. In spite of this the 
silver problem gradually grew worse and by 1892 there were over 
two hundred silver clubs in Colorado that were federated into 
the Colorado silver league, and nearly everyone in the state 
worked for the free coinage of silver. 

In 1893, silver dropped from 83 to 62 cents an ounce, panic 
hit Colorado and the nation, banks and business houses failed, 
mines closed, thousands were unemployed and the continuance 
of hard times caused even more to turn with zeal to the idea of 
free coinage of silver as a cure-all. 

These determined efforts by the silver states resulted in the 
democratic platform of 1896, declaring for the free coinage of 
silver, and the nomination of their silver tongued orator, William 
Jennings Bryan, an eloquent spokesman for free coinage. His 
defeat in the 1896 and 1900 campaigns against McKinley marked 
the end of political and legal hopes for free coinage. It did not, 
however, end a scheme formulating in the mind of an elderly but 
shrewd miner and business man, to attain the hoped for results 
of free coinage. Not by political means but by the private free 
enterprise system, in a competitive referendum among the people, 
giving them a free choice of the large silver pieces, as against the 
government controlled dollar. 

These silver pieces violated no law. In fact, the government 
issued Mr. Lesher a patent on the 1901 issues, that would seem 
to protect his right to make them for at least seven years. From 
the very beginning they were so popular and in demand by citi- 
zens and merchants in the area, as to cause government alarm. 
There were signs that they might, as Lesher had hoped and 
intended, become widely accepted by the people themselves and 
used as a valued medium of exchange, in competition with the 
official product. All things considered, it is not hard to envision 
this possibility. 

Apparently U.S. Treasury officials considered the Leshers a 
serious threat, as they used their agents and the threat of official 
action to persuade the sincere and patriotic Lesher to discon- 
tinue his minting project. 

There are 3 basic die styles of the Leshers, 14 major recog- 
nized varieties, several minor sub varieties and one pattern, that

was submitted or intended to be submitted with Mr. Lesher’s 
application for a patent. 

The first varieties dated 1900 are 35mm in diameter, weigh 
480 grains or one troy ounce 950 fine, as compared to the official 
silver dollar of 412% grains 900 fine. The 1901 issues were re- 
duced to the weight of the standard dollar and a blank space 
left in the lower obverse field, in which merchant distributor’s 
names were punched. The basic obverse design of all except the 
very first type depicts a bustling silver mine, nestled in mountain 
peaks, with the inscription above, PIKES PEAK SILVER 
MINE. 

The reverse has the abbreviation Jos (for Joseph) Lesher’s 
referendum souvenir, with the words silver and medal added on 
the 1901 issues after the patent was issued. In the upper center a 
device from the Colorado state seal, with the eye of providence 
above mountain peaks, the crossed sledge and pick axe of the 
miner and the latin inscription NIL SINE NUMINE (meaning) 
NOTHING WITHOUT GOD. 

The date appears at the lower obverse on the first issue, of 
which only 100 pieces were struck, and at the lower reverse of 
all other issues. 

Although there was a total of approximately 3000 pieces 
struck, there are comparatively few known today. Two or three 
hundred pieces might be a fair estimate and perhaps half of these 
would be the most common number two or Bumstead type. 10 
of the 14 varieties have less than a dozen of each known. 

All major varieties are numbered, thus any individual speci- 
men can be, and many have been, traced and pedigreed through 
several different owners, a few clear back to their first owners. 

Mr. Lesher believed these large solid pieces of silver were 
worth more than a small gold dollar at the time they were made, 
and this is certainly true today, although not exactly for the 
same reason he believed. There is no indication that he had 
the slightest premonition of creating either numismatic history 
or treasures. 

Be that as it may, the Leshers remain unique, as the only 
serious attempt ever undertaken by private enterprise, not to 
counterfeit, not to replace, not to substitute, but to compete on 
a freedom of choice basis with the standard United States gold, 


silver and paper dollars.

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ALL IS NOT WHAT MEETS THE EYE... 
A Coin of Nepal 
by 
Bill Holberton 


Figure 1 shows a little known coin of Nepal. It is a 3 mohar 
silver coin of Girvana Yuddha Vikrama dated 1725 Saka (1803 
A.D.). It is not listed in Craig’s “Coins of the World” (1st Edi- 
tion), but Walsh lists it on page 746, item 38, of the July 1908 
issue of The Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society. 
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Obverse Figure | Reverse 


The weight, 16.55 grams, and the diameter, 31mm, make the 
coin a close candidate for the crown series. It is one of the larger 
coins struck by Nepal. The obverse inscription reads (from top 
to bottom and from left to right), “Sri Sri Sri Girvana Yuddha 
Vikrama Saha Deva, 1725.” The reverse reads “Sri Sri Sri 
Gorakhanatha” (outside circle), and the inner circle reads “Sri 
3 Bhavani.” The equivalent of “Sri” in English is Lord, “Saha” 
is another form of the title Shah, and ‘‘Deva”’ means king. The 
rest of the obverse inscription is the king’s name. On the reverse 
“Bhavani” is the goddess of abundance and “Gorakhanatha” is 
the patron saint of the Ghurkhas. He supposedly appears when- 
ever they go into battle. 

The inscription gives the king’s name as Girvana Yuddha and 
here is where the fun begins. The original Ghurkha conqueror of 
the Kathmandu Valley was Prithvi Narayana Shah who died in 
January, 1774 A.D. He was succeeded by his son, Pratapa

Simha, who ruled from 1774 to 1777 A.D. At his death, Rana 
Bahadur, his two year old son, became the king of Nepal under 
the regency of his mother. In 1795 A.D. when he was twenty 
years old, Rana Bahadur took over the rule personally. He was 
infatuated with his third wife, the mother of Girvana Yuddha. 
When she died from smallpox, despite all the necessary prayers, 
he became furious and destroyed many of the gods in the tem- 
ples, thereby earning the anger of the populace. To avoid a revolt 
Rana Bahadur went to live in Benaras and his second queen, 
Subarna Prabha, began to rule as regent for his son, Girvana 
Yuddha. This occurred in 1799 A.D. (Saka date 1721) and the 
coins of Nepal were inscribed with the name of Girvana Yuddha 
as king. 

The internal affairs of Nepal became more confused as the 
result of a treaty with the East India Company. In 1804 A.D. 
Rana Bahadur reentered Nepal and with the aid of the populace 
took over control of the country. Using the name Swami Maha- 
raj, he acted as regent for his son, Girvana Yuddha. The coins 
continued to bear the name of Girvana Yuddha as king of Nepal. 

Fearing an invasion by the British and needing money to 
renovate his army, Rana Bahadur began to confiscate private 
lands and the revenues from the temples and monasteries. Sus- 
pecting a plot against him by the people and suspecting also his 
brother of being involved in it, Rana Bahadur ordered his brother 
to war. 

His brother, Sher Bahadur, refused to do so and when 
ordered to prison, drew his sword and slew Rana Bahadur. A 
bodyguard killed Sher Bahadur. This last act occurred in 1805 
A.D., two years past the dating of the coin illustrated. 

The real rule of Girvana Yuddha, under a Prime Minister, 
does not begin until 1805 A.D., Saka date 1727. During the reign 
of Girvana Yuddha the Anglo-Khurkha War occurred concluding 
in the Treaty of Sugauli in 1816 A.D. The king died of smallpox 
a few days later on the 20th of November, 1816 A.D.

We must indeed be thankful for the happy 
coincidence which brought together so great a scholar as 
Burns and so wealthy and enthusiastic a patron as Thomas 
Coates at a time when it was possible to produce a massive, 
three-volume work with a thousand illustrations.
